Viva  Rivera!  His  5 TD’s  boost  Greater  Lowell  to  a Super  Game  !

Greater  Lowell  Tech's  standout  senior  tailback  Miguel  Rivera  had  just  finished  shredding  East  Boston's  defense  for  325  all-purpose 
yards  and  five  touchdowns,  and  as  he  left  the  field  for  the  final  time  as  a Gryphon  he  was  holding  onto  the  fruit  of  his  labors  — a Super  Bowl 
championship  team  trophy.  Rivera's  incredible  one-man  show  helped  lift  Greater  Lowell  to  a convincing,  45- 1 8,  victory  over  East  Boston 
yesterday  in  an  Eastern  Massachusetts  Division  5 Super  Bowl  game  at  Boston  University's  Nickerson  Field. 

The  win  improved  Greater  Lowell's  overall  record  to  9-2.  The  Gryphons  won  the 
Commonwealth  Athletic  Conference  Large  Division  title.  Eastie.  the  Boston 
North  champ,  finished  with  a 1 0- 1 record.  Rivera  rushed  for  230  yards 
and  four  scores  on  33  carries.  He  returned  a kickoff  79-yards  for 
another  touchdown.  Rivera  also  had  a 50-yard  punt  return  that 
was  called  back  because  of  a penalty,  and  only  ended  up 
being  a 16-yard  return. 

"This  absolutely  ranks  as  one  of  the  best  performances 
that  I've  ever  seen,"  said  Greater  Lowell  coach  Dennis 
Murphy.  "Miguel's  a heck  of  an  athlete.  He  went  out  like  a 
champion.  He  looked  like  a college  running  back  out  there 
today.  He  did  it  all."  "I  could  feel  it,"  said  Rivera,  who 
rushed  for  1,647  yards  and  scored  160  points  this  season.  "I 
was  in  a groove.  I couldn't  wait  to  get  hold  of  the  ball  and  run 
with  it.  I knew  once  I got  going,  I wouldn't  be  stopped." 

Greater  Lowell  fullback  Andy  Lopez  had  a big  game  running 
the  ball,  as  well.  Lopez  rushed  for  99  yards  and  two  touchdowns  on  24 
carries.  The  Gryphons  produced  349  yards  of  total  offense  for  the  game,  all 
of  which  came  on  the  ground.  Offensive  linemen  Derek  Cloutier,  Phil  Naish,  Ricardo  Cruz,  Matt  Barrett  and  Mike  Bovill  served  as  the  platform 
from  which  Greater  Lowell  launched  its  punishing  ground  attack.  Rivera  took  the  ensuing  kickoff  at  the  Gryphon  2 1 , slipped  a couple  of  tackles 
and  raced  down  the  right  sideline  for  a touchdown.  Jay  Blake  kicked  the  first  of  his  three  conversions  and  the  Gryphons  led  7-6. 

After  Rivera's  return  for  a score.  Greater  Lowell  seized  the  game's  momentum  and  maintained  it  the  rest  of  the  day. 

"I  think  that  (kickoff  return)  was  just  unbelievable,"  said  Murphy.  "It  elated  the  whole  team.  It  was  a statement  play.  That  run  by 
Miguel  let  everyone  know  we  would  never  be  out  of  this  game." 

Greater  Lowell  went  on  to  score  on  its  next  five  offensive  possessions,  while  building  a commanding  39- 1 2 lead. 

Joe  Murphy,  Jose  Morales  and  Dave  Callahan  intercepted  one  pass  each  for  the  Gryphons.  Tim  Ramsden,  Anthony  Ramos,  Jeff  Targ. 
Mike  Geoffroy  and  Joe  Murphy  were  mainstays  on  defense  for  Greater  Lowell,  which  lost  to  Millis  in  last  year's  Super  Bowl. 

"All  we  stressed  all  week  was  winning,"  said  Joe  Murphy,  an  inside  linebacker.  "All  we  wanted  to  do  was  win  a Super  Bowl.  Our 
defense  was  strong  when  it  had  to  be.  We  got  in  there  and  made  some  plays.  We  went  right  after  them." 

"All  our  Super  Bowl  wins  are  special,  but  this  one  is  very  sweet,"  said  Dennis  Murphy,  who  has  guided  the  Gryphons  to  all  of  their  bowl 
appearances.  "I  think  this  the  most  talented  running  team  I've  ever  had.  And  they  showed  it  today.  "I'm  just  lucky  to  coach  at  a great  school 
with  a great  football  tradition.  This  team  lived  up  to  that  tradition  today."
